A LOOK AT BART’S FUTURE 


Twenty-seven students from eight 
schools of architectural design in Califor- 
nia, Oregon and Colorado, submitted en- 
tries in BART's recent Station Area De- 
velopment Design Competition, and di- 
vided $19,000 in prize money. Students 
were asked to design models for future 
development at four BART stations: Pleas- 
ant Hill, Civic Center, Richmond and Fre- 
mont. 

“The models are just that — models de- 
signed to spur creative thinking about pos- 
sibilities for land use at the various sta- 
tions,” said Katharine Ogden, station area 
development coordinator. “While the win- 
ning entries are not a blueprint for future 
development, they have given planners a 
glimpse of what is possible,” she 
explained. 

The competition — the suggestion of 
BART Director Wilfred Ussery — is be- 
lieved to be the only such contest in the 
world sponsored by a transit agency, ac- 
cording to Barbara Neustadter, manager 
of planning. 

The goal was to identify development 
opportunities, involving BART-owned 
property, that can be pursued in conjunc- 
tion with public entities and/or private de- 
velopers, Neustadter added. The em- 
phasis is on development such as hotels 
and office buildings that will reverse com- 
mute patterns or generate traffic in off-peak 
hours so that BART can serve even more 
patrons than it does now.

A team from the University of Oregon, Eugene, 
submitted the winning Civic Center Station entry, 
which proposed a stadium covering four blocks 
in the South of Market area of San Francisco, as 
well as a conference hotel and pedestrian con- 
course with various tourist attractions. 


A student from Oregon School of Design also 
won first prize for a Pleasant Hill Station entry, 
which featured a dramatic glass-enclosed four- 
story “Wintergarden,” adjacent to a “BART 
museum,” along with an outdoor formal garden. 
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Finding ideas for obtaining additional 
parking also is a key goal of the competi- 
tion. 

The winning entries will be on display in 
the LMA lobby through August. 


BART Board President Robert Allen and BART 
Director John Glenn congratulate the Grand 
Prize winner of BART's second Station Area De- 
velopment Design Competition, Wanda Nazare- 
tian of Long Beach, Mississippi, a student at 
Oregon School of Design. Ms. Nazaretian's 
entry for the Fremont Station features a “high- 
tech park,” hotel, amphitheatre and museum, 
and a parking garage and computer mart con- 
cealed by a sloping earthen cover. 


The winning entry for Richmond Station was 
submitted by a student from the Southern 
California Institute of Architecture, and showed 
outlying retail stores surrounding an am- 
phitheatre, housing and parking, and a major 
office building over the BART station ina manner 
reminiscent of grand European train stations.

with its 34 stations, three yards, and por- 
tals. 

Appropriately, this group is called BART 
Communications Division. It is a subcom- 
ponent of the Communications Manage- 
ment Department, and a relative of the 
Electronic Repair Shop and Automatic 
Fare Collection Division. All communica- 
tions-electronics technicians (CET’s), 
without exception, are licensed by the 
Fedetal Communications Commission in 
Washington, D.C 

The Communications Division is respon- 
sible for virtually all electronic systems 
used by Central except the real-time com- 
puters. Even so, computer-to-train and 
train-to-computer “talks” are routed 
throughout the division's complex Digital 
Transmission System (DTS), one of many 
systems in their area of responsibility. 
Wayside automatic switching arrange- 
ments, route requests, high voltage circuit 
breakers, designation signs, train move- 
ment, third rail power displays, and a 
myriad of other alarms and indications are 
all maintained through the DTS. 

This and corresponding equipment are 
actually located at Lake Merritt and in all 
Train Control rooms and portals system- 
wide. 

Additionally, all radio systems, trains, 
maintenance, police, yards, mobiles, in- 
cluding locomotives, and new installations 
are maintained by Communications’ per- 
sonnel. 

Thousands of emergency telephones 
(blue lights), maintenance telephones, 
outlets, white courtesy and PBX tele- 
phones, along with the fire reporting net- 
works, are a part of the job. Routine tasks 
such as repairing and installing switches 


and relamping the agent's booth consoles 
all belong to Communications. 

Installations and maintenance of tens of 
thousands of miles of cabling, wiring, 
trackside amplifiers and repeaters, and 
even closed circuit television systems are 
all in a day's work. Wayside maintenance, 
even in inclement weather, is a vital part of 
keeping BART on time. 

Communications personnel very often 
work wayside in support of and with people 
of other divisions and civilian contractors. 
It's all the result of teamwork! 

BART Communications Management 
Division may be small, but it has an awe- 
some responsibility — and it all depends 
on teamwork.
